Sierra Madre had scarcely rolled down its sleeves and caught 
up on its sleep after fighting a monstrous six-day mountain forest 
fire, when it awoke another midnight to cope with winter rain 
sheeting off the denuded mountain sides. 

Within 24 hours Monday 
night and Tuesday morning 
two and a half inches of rain 
had funneled through canyons 
and streets and lavished, with 
nature’s abandon, a thick slath¬ 
er of mud, sand, silt, boulders, 
debris over one-fourth of the 
town, sending some from their 
homes, others out to sand-bag 
and dig, and still others to 
mouth imprecations against— 
what? 

Help from All Quarters 

In neither extreme, fire nor 
flood, did Sierra Madre stand 
alone. Within a matter of hours 
Tuesday, through Civil Defense, 
and the County, had come bull¬ 
dozers, road scrapers and other 
equipment and manpower. Vol¬ 
unteers had rallied from many 
places. The L. A. County Road 
department and Flood Control 
district were on the job and 
still are, helping clean up. 

Tuesday afternoon City Ad¬ 
ministrator R. Merritt Baker, as 
Civil Defense executive officer, 
had issued an order for pre¬ 
cautionary evacuation for resi¬ 
dents north of Grand View be¬ 
tween Grove and Mountain 
Trail. 

Plaza Home Evacuated 

About 50 persons, including 
children and personnel from 
the Plaza Community Center 
Children’s Home, were fed and 
bedded for the night at the 
Passionist Fathers monastery 
which three weeks before had 
been in prayer against advanc¬ 
ing flames. 

Many other residents found 
temporary haven with friends 
but the Red Cross disaster 
unit’s shelter at the Woman’s 
clubhouse was occupied Tues¬ 
day night by only 25 members 
of the Wisdom, Knowledge, 
Faith and Love, Fountain of 
Life religious group who were 
standing by for service if need¬ 
ed. This group had given much 
help to townspeople of Teha- 
chapi after the earthquake but 
as the flood threat here had 
lessened by Tuesday night the 
cultists provided music and 
song in the Woman’s clubhouse 
for volunteers, police and Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff’s men who dropped 
by for coffee and snacks. 

CAP from L. A. 

A CAP mobile hospital and 
communications unit from Los 
Angeles had apeared on the 
scene, also standing by. The 
County Road department’s “of¬ 
fice on wheels” was parked in 
front of the City Hall. Through¬ 
out the day, with forecasts at 
that time predicting more rain, 
the Red Cross chapter here was 
receiving the now familiar of¬ 
fers of assistance from other 
chapters near and distant. 

As Paul Baumann, assistant 
engineer for the Los Angeles 
Flood Control district, had 
promised in a talk here last 
week, Flood Control personnel 
were busy seeing to the peak 
efficiency of the county facili¬ 
ties.

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EMPLOYMENT GOOD 

There is no gloom on the California unemployment front this 
year according to a recent report made by William Burkett, state 
employment director. Burkett says that the unemployment situ¬ 
ation, unlike the New England states, will be about the same 
as 1953. 

However, there will be a continued growth in population and 
in labor forces which will mean more people seeking work, he 
told the Personal Management Association at San Diego. 

“There have been many ‘scare’ stories and rumors lately 
regarding unemployment but figures on hand show that there 
will be only a 1.8 per cent increase in unemployment this year 
compared to last year and that unemployment in California in 
1954 still will be less than in 1949,” the employment director said. 

By March, which he said is generally regarded as the peak 
season for unemployment, he estimated there will be a total of 
325,000 unemployed in California. This compares with a total 
of 223,000 in 1953 and 531,000 in 1949, he added. 

Burkett said that since he took over his post job placement 
has been given an increased emphasis and "our entire setup has 
been revised to help finance an intensified program of job find¬ 
ing.”

Harlan Ware, a noted novel¬ 
ist and short-story writer who 
lives in neighboring Santa Ani¬ 
ta Oaks, spoke in Sierra Madre 
recently on the subject, "The 
Truth Is in Fiction." His lec¬ 
ture was sponsored by the 
Friends of the Library. 

Following is a resume of his 
talk: 

Often, when I see a young¬ 
ster homeward bound from the 
library with an armload of 
books I wonder if . . . this time 
. . . this time ... he has found 
the book which will change his 
life. For, curiously enough, the 
books that mean the most to 
us are the ones we FIND . . . 
not the books which are pressed 
upon us . . . and I could hope 
that the book he is taking 
home, and which will change 
his life, will be a work of fic¬ 
tion. 

This is the day when political 
ideologies creep into most so- 
called factual reports; the de¬ 
tached, careful, scrupulously 
honest reporter is hard to find. 
For a great many years the 
good-hearted, well-intentioned 
so-called liberal has found him¬ 
self—to his later horror—in bed 
with a tryant; he has been pro¬ 
moting, out of his great heart 
and intellectual confusion, the 
interests of one of the most 
evil despotisms ever seen on 
earth. And at the same time, 
those opposed — uncomfortably 
and too often — have found 
themselves lining up with the 
tryants on the right. All that 
an honest man can say is this: 
a pox on both their houses. 

Poison for Fact 

But the poor reader, being 
subtly worked over by clever 
reporters who have forgotten 
the art of objective reporting, 
has been fed—as fact—great 
quantities of poison of one 
brand or another and now must 
look with a wary eye on every 
factual report he reads.

Where will you FIND the 
truth? Well, you may find it 
in fiction. 

Here's an odd circumstance: 
if a work of fiction is not bas¬ 
ically true, humanly, pyscho- 
logically, emotionally true—if 
the writer himself does not be¬ 
lieve it and convey his belief 
to the reader—the fiction will 
not survive. The great works 
of art which do survive are 
works which have in them a 
recognizable aspect of what 
seems to the reader to be true. 

Now, the writer of fiction 
must present his observation in 
skillful form: he must tell his 
lie, if you will have it so, with 
such artistry that the essential 
truths, of character and point 
of view, hold the reader’s in¬ 
terest and attention. The most 
damning thing you can say 
about a work of fiction is that 
you don’t believe it. In other 
words, a good story presents a 
measure of that wondrous, in¬ 
definable abstract: the truth. 
Nobody knows quite what it is 
but the human heart responds 
to it. 

It seems to me that we have 
been wistfully wandering 
through a period in history 
when men have looked every¬ 
where for the truth, except 
where they will find it: within 
themselves. The great saying 
of Jesus: “The truth shall make 
you free” has been perverted 
to: lean left, or lean right . . . 
here’s a truth that will make 
things easy. 

Emerson on “Self Reliance" 

In this welter of conflicting 
ideologies, when we wonder 
which aspect of all that we 
read we properly may trust, I 
say with Emerson: we. may 
trust only ourselves. In his 
essay on Self-Reliance, Mr. 
Emerson said: “A man should 
learn to detect and watch that 
glean of light which flashes 
across his mind from within. 
Man often dismisses without 
notice his own thought because 
it is his. Yet in every work 
of genius we recognize our own 
rejected thoughts; they come 
back to us with a certain alien¬ 
ated majesty . . . Great works 
of art have no more effecting 
lesson for us than this. They 
teach us to abide by our own 
spontaneous impression. Trust 
thyself: every heart vibrates to 
that iron string.” 

The boy trudging homeward 
with an armload of books may 
not yet have discovered the 
Bible or Shakespeare or Mr. 
Emerson or Brother Lawrence 
or the Persian Prophets but if 
he has found a work of fiction 
worth his time and trouble . . . 
the truth in the fiction will 
show him the way to whatever 
larger truth he is capable of 
recognizing.

plane or helicopter, would re¬ 
lease, at contact with super¬ 
heat or the earth, a gas that 
would instantly extinguish a 
line of forest, brush or gas 
fire? 

Such an invention would, in 
our own case, have stopped the 
fire at Monrovia Peak and 
would have made unnecessary 
all the strain, labor and terror 
of those six nights and days, 
and saved our priceless water¬ 
shed. 

Sierra Madre provides Cal¬

A letter within a letter from 
the Lincoln A. Pittingers of Si¬ 
erra Madre tells us they and 
their small son, Risty, were to 
leave Brussels, Belgium Jan. 15, 
but will continue their interest¬ 
ing travel letters to us until 
they return to this country 
some time in April. Pitt has 
completed his engineering as¬ 
signment.. in.. Brussels., where 
they arrived in September after 
a leisurely motor trip from 
Athens, Greece, where they had 
stayed for many months while 
Pitt did engineering work 
there. 

That news travels fast is at¬ 
tested to once again by the fact 
that the Pittingers learned in 
Brussels of the mountain fire 
here which started on Sunday, 
Dec. 28. On the following Tues¬ 
day Mrs. Gladys Carter, with 
whom the two older Pittinger 
children are staying, received a 
cablegram ot inquiry from the 
anxious and distant parents. 

Following are some of Vir¬ 
ginia's impressions of Ger¬ 
many. 

Of all the countries we were 
to visit I was most curious 
about Germany! What kind of 
country was it that produced 
people capable of turning the 
world upside down twice in 25 
years? What kind of people 
would they be—proud and ar¬ 
rogant on the one hand, yet, 
on the other, worshipping au¬ 
thority and preferring to be 
told what and how to do 
rather than deciding for them¬ 
selves? Were they crushed and 
ashamed of their own concen¬ 
tration camps, of the gas cham¬ 
bers and Jewish prosecution? 
Or were they sullen and resent¬ 
ful because of their failure? 
Would they look on us with 
suspicion and hatred? Or 
would they be indifferent? 

I had my own problems as 
far as Germany was concerned. 
I—who prided myself on being 
without prejudice and without 
malice—thoroughly disliked 
the Germans. Always before I 
had been able to say, with con¬ 
viction, that you couldn’t lump 
a whole people together and 
.call them ALL dirty or cruel or 
avaricious or lazy or stupid. 
But now I was doing exactly 
that, and I felt justified even 
while I felt, too, uneasily 
ashamed. 

Faced With Own Resentment 

Perhaps there was in the 
back of my mind the hope that 
I’d find something in Germany 
that would help me overcome 
my resentment and establish a 
more rational attitude—some¬ 
thing gentle and sweet and 
even repentant. 

I know now that I was ask-

ing too much of 10 days with 
the language barrier looming 
so large and my unfriendliness 
looming even larger! 

Some of my questions were 
answered, but mostly I found 
only people like everywhere 
else—farmers, shopkeepers, ho¬ 
tel managers, truck drivers— 
men, women and children. 
They didn’t act much differ¬ 
ently from other people, either, 
except perhaps that they bus¬ 
tled about more than most and 
worked harder, longer hours. 

Munich was the first German 
city that we entered. After we 
checked into our hotel we de¬ 
cided to walk about a bit and 
perhaps visit the Hofbrauhaus, 
scene of Hitler’s early activity. 
A soft, misty rain was falling. 
We were standing in front of a 
toy shop when a German wom¬ 
an put her hand on Risty’s bare 
head. She spoke in German 
but it was easy to know what 
she meant—“Isn’t he cold with¬ 
out a hat?” 

Guides to Hofbrauhaus 

I explained to her that he 
was accustomed to going with¬ 
out a hat. Her own well-dress¬ 
ed boy and girl looked at us 
curiously while her husband 
smiled. After we had all 
watched the wonderful electric 
trains in the shop window for 
a while, we asked them, when 
we turned to go, to direct us to 
the Hofbrauhaus. 

They offered to take us 
there and we started off, 
thinking it was nearby. We 
walked for 15 minutes through 
dark streets and bombed-out 
lots and finally emerged in a 
bright square, lined on all sides 
with restaurants and night 
clubs. In the center, blazing 
with lights and noise, was the 
Hofbrauhaus. 

As our guides turned to say 
goodbye we asked if they, too, 
weren’t going to eat there. But 
they shook their heads and 
said they must go back to their 
own house near the toy shop 
for dinner. 

We shook hands all around, 
European fashion, and they left 
us. It was a friendly thing 
they had done for three strang¬ 
ers on a rainy night—and I 
found myself wondering.

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On the average, fever to some SIERRA MADRE NEWS 
extent is present for about 10 Thursday, January 21, 1954 
days, but the patient usually

returned to normal. 

Fortunately, there are seldom 
any complications to this form 
of pneumonia, and those which 
have been reported have rarely 
been of much significance. Un¬ 
fortunately, however, there is 
no proved method of prevent¬ 
ing the disease, although the 
isolation of the patient is 
thought to be helpful. The 
treatment of primary atypical 
pneumonia is no more effective 
than is the treatment for the 
common cold or influenza. 

None of the sufla drugs, even 
in large doses, appears to help, 
nor has penicillin been found 


Whether or not primary 
atypical pneumonia is a new 
disease is a question which 
cannot be answered. Extensive 
reports concerning the malady 
first appeared between 1930 
and 190, and during World War 
II it occurred commonly espe¬ 
cially among the armed forces. 
However, improved diagnostic 
measures of late years may be 
responsible for uncovering a 
form of pneumonia which could 
be as old as some of the other 
forms of the disease. 

The first symptoms of pri¬ 
mary atypical pneumonia are 
usually weakness or fatigue. 
Within a few days the victim 
almost invariably develops a 
cough which may be accom¬ 
panied by fever, headache and 
chilliness. 


virus pneumonia) which, in the 
absence of laboratory diagno¬ 
sis, is many times thought to 
be influenza. 

Since influenza is related to 
the same group of viral respira¬ 
tory diseases which includes 
primary atypical pneumonia, 
the differential diagnosis is 
purely a technical procedure 
based on laboratory findings. 
The victims of either disease 
are equally uncomfortable, and 
the symptoms and the treat¬ 
ment are practically the same. 

Primary atypical pneumonia, 
unlike lobar puenmonia, does 
not necessarily knock its vic¬ 
tim off his feet and into a sick 
bed. Although it causes some 
congestion of the lungs, it is 
not nearly so severe in this re¬ 
spect as is lobar pneumonia.

to be of any benefit. No treat¬ 
ment more effective than bed 
rest and avoidance of expos¬ 
ure throughout the course of 
the disease has as yet been 
found. 

So, whether you really had 
the flu or not appears to be 
only a matter of technical lab¬ 
oratory proof which wouldn’t 
make you feel any better or 
any worse anyway. Besides, 
common usage has made the 
word, flu, an all inclusive term 
for respiratory diseases in gen¬ 
eral, so maybe you had the flu 
after all.

They may have centainly felt 
like they had it, but according 
to laboratory tests made by the 
California State Health Depart¬ 
ment, only one case has been 
confirmed from 149 specimens 
examined so far. 

There is no question, how¬ 
ever, that a great number of 
people in this area have cough¬ 
ed, sneezed, ached, and dragged 
themselves about during recent 
weeks with what might just as 
well have been the flu but 
for the lack of a more specific 
diganosis, is known in medical 
circles as ARD, meaning acute

Population Center 
Moving Southward 

California’s center of popula¬ 
tion is moving southward for 
the first time in 23 years. 

Preliminary census figures 
show that the center has shifted 
about two miles to the south¬ 
east since 1952, the Automobile 
Club of Southen California said 
today. 

It is now located near the 
intersection of Van Nuys Blvd. 
and Vanowen St. in the San 
Fernando Valley. In 1952 the 
center was also in the valley, 
near the intersection of Roscoe 
and Sepulveda Blvds. 

This shift toward the south 
in the past year and a half re¬ 
flects the steadily increasing 
growth of the Southern Califor¬ 
nia area—especially the follow¬ 
ing counties: Imperial, Los An¬ 
geles, Orange, Riverside, San 
Bernardino and San Diego. 

These counties comprise less 
than 26 per cent of the state’s 
total area. 

“The preliminary figures show 
that the six counties have in¬ 
creased by more than 500,000 
people since 1952. The popula¬ 
tion gain of the other 52 coun¬ 
ties was nearly 200,000. 

The center of population of 
Los Angeles county remains 
approximately the same as in 
1952, near the intersection of 
Hoover St. and Jefferson Blvd.

during the height of the storm. 

As it is, property damage has 
b^n estimated at up to a half 
million dollars. Sections of Si¬ 
erra Madre worst hit are below 
Bailey, Auburn and Baldwin 
canyons, mainly N. Auburn and 
N. Lima streets and Carter and 
Mira Monte. Lima St., from 
the top to Orange Grove was 
first a river of water, then of 
mud studded with boulders 
that for a time seemed to have 
the buoyancy of corks. 

Ben Mobley, street depart¬ 
ment superintendent, says he 
hasn’t seen Sierra Madre “have 
it any worse” and Al Freeland, 
water department superintend¬ 
ent, echoes that. Freeland says 


that In his memory, and he’s 
been with the water depart¬ 
ment 26 years, damage from 
other much heavier rainstorms 
and subsequent floods was 
tainly no worse than exists 
now. 

Reservoir Protected 

The Auburn St. reservoir was 
protected by the water depart¬ 
ment by a barricade of railroad 
ties, and silt and debris piled 
up to within inches of the top 
of the barricade but there was 
no damage to the reservoir, no 
infiltration. The barricade will 
be heightened against future 
storms. 

Street Supt. Mobley reported 
that all streets were open to 
traffic by Wednesday and that 
clearing work was continuing 
by at least three county street 


department units yesterday. 
Mobley received outside road 
help from Glendale. Equip¬ 
ment was hired from Richter 
and Twedell locally, Atwood in 
Pasadena and Garcia in Mon¬ 
rovia. 

Emergency - coping facilities 
were, in some cases, other than 
those during the fire. But the 
spirit was the same. The Sierra 
Madre that frets over floats and 
swimming pools, is a thing to 
see when it comes to helping 
its troubled and bewildered 
own. As intermittent bright 
sunshine yesterday threw into 
sharp relief the sickening sight 
of muddied houses and grounds 
—neighbors and friends from 
other sections of town were on 
hand to help in the clean-up. 

Erroneous Reports 


The town has come in for a 
full share of attention from 
newspapers, TV and radio. Of 
concern to many here were er¬ 
roneous radio reports aired as 
late as mid-morning Tuesday 
saying that 8000 persons (that’s 
just about everybody) had been 
evacuated from Sierra Madre. 

“Can’t you DO something 
about those reports?” asked one 
irate visitor to the NEWS. “It’s 
a terrible thing for those people 
that have had that deluge of 
mud and water, but with ex¬ 
aggerated reports going the 
rounds, values here are going 
down and people won’t want 
to live here.”
